Chief Inspector Paterson, officer 
in charge of the Police Training 
School, gave evidence of the 
inatructions given to recruits 
regarding entering premises. He 
said that there were three differ- 
ent regulations. " One of tiem 
stated that a constable must not 
enter any house except in ac- 
cordance with his duty. 

“With regard ¢o entering gambl- 
ing houses, witness anid that a 
constable was not-allowed to do 
so without a'‘warrant, If he be- 
came aware that gambling was 
gaing on In a house he was to re- 
port to his senior officers, Spenk- 
ing of a regulation empowering a 
constable to enter houses with- 
out warrants, witness said that 
in case of preventing n murder or 
other felony a. conatable was 
permitted: to enter a house, but 
not without first asking permis-. 
sion, and if refused: he was 
entitled to force an entry. 


“A Poor Record.” 


In reply to Mr, Armstrong wit- 
ness said that the defendant 
enlisted on. January 21, 1928, and 
paased out on July 21, the same 
year, Referring {o his conduct 
witness said that it was recorded 
as “poor.” Witness himself had 
punished the defendant ten times 
for varfous petty offences,’ such 
as being dirty, slackness, absence 
from parade, etc. On two occa- 
aions' he was reported to the 
Superintendent. ;

No Bribery. 


Thia closed the case. for the 
prosecution, Wis Worship  {n- 
timated that the defence had no 
case to answer on the. ‘second 
charge. He did not think that 
what the constable was alleged 
4o have done amounted to bribery 
under the Ordinance, ‘According 
to law a bribe was money given to 
influence the conduct of a con- 
stubdle in his duty when something 
illegal wan being done. 

In the present case, his Worship 
continued, ¢he men were playing 
tin kan which was not an offence. 
He thought that. the - constable 
knew this and also that the men 
themstlves knew the game was 
not against the. Law. There was 
therefore no question of the con- 
Stable's duty ‘being influenced. 
A's Worship did not think that 
the consiable ever intended to 
arrest the men, nor did his Wor- 
ship think 4hat the men themselves 
axpected to be arrested, 

If the constable did ask for the. 
money, his Worship was of the 
opinion, that he had asked for it 
as tea money or what might be 
called a “oumshaw” and not with 
the {intention ‘of influoncing his 
duty. Ié waa not an attempt to 
obtain a bribe within the moaning 
of the Ordinance, 


Defendant's Story.

NEXT YEAR.

The Kwangai, Exposition, which 
was to open at Liuchow,. Cwangsl, 
on October 10, will’ ba postponed 
to the summer, probably June 1, of 
The great fire at Liuchow in 
October last yoat, and the famine 
In, the districts due to recent 
drought, all have presented ,obsta- 
cJes to the proper preparation for 
the Exposition; and in view of this 
difficulty, postponement has be- 
come necessary, 

Despite losses and sufferings by 
the citizens of Liuchow and dia= 
tricts work of rehabilitation has 
made considerable progress since 
the restoration of order; and the 
now. business and residential sec- 
tions, when finally rebuilt, will 
present a dette’ appearance and
